KUWAIT, Feb. 27 (AP) - President 
Abdul Fattah Ismail of South Yemen Wed- 
nesday denied the existence of Soviet bases io 
his strategically placed country by the entr- 
ance to the Red Sea. 

In a wide ranging interview with the 
Kuwait newspaper, Al Siyassah, Ismail sup- 
ported the Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan and admitted that relations bet- 
ween his government and both Saudi Arabia 
and Iraq were "cool." 

"Reports about the existence of Soviet 
naval and nuclear bases, recon naisance 
planes and a Soviet military buildup in South 
Yemeni waters are utterly baseless,” Ismail 
declared. 

"These lies are assigned to provide a pre- 
text for the United States to strengthen its 
military presence in the area and to place the 
region under its direct influence in order to 
preserve its oil interests” president Ismail 
added. 

South Yemen has a friendship treaty with 
the Soviet Union which together with East 
Germany and Cuba maintain an estimated 
total of 1 ,500 military advisers in the country.

JEDDAH, Feb. 27 — Saudi Arafea Wed- 
nesday joined other Arab countries in 
denouncing the exchange of ambassadors 
between Egypt and Israel. 

The Saudi Press Agency said, *‘A Saudi 
official source denounced- the exchange of 
ambassadors between the Israeli enemy and 
Egypt Tuesday at a time when the enemy 
continues to occupy Arab territory and 
denies the legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people.'* • 

The source added that the exchange, con- 
demned bjr Arab and Islamic nations, now 
faces internal opposition in Egypt itself. 

"The denunciation of the opposition is 
based on its dissatisfaction of the normaliza- 
tion process with the Zionist entity while it 
(Israel) continues its expansionist plans and 
its irresponsible actions against the Palesti- 
nian people and the disregard of United 
Nations resolutions which support Palesti- 
nian Arab rights.” 

The source called for Arab solidarity and 
adherence to Arab summit resolutions of 
RabaL Baghdad and Tunis to work for a just 
Arab- Israeli settlement based on giving die 
Palestinians their rights and the withdrawal 
of Israeli forces. 

The source concluded by saying that nor- 
malization "has increased tension in the 
Middle East and did not bring peacedoser” 

In Baghdad, President Saddam Hussein 
has dispatched two of bis ministers on a tour 
of Arab capitals to deliver messages jo Arab 
leaders. 

Interior Minister Saadoun Shakir will visit 
Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates and the Yemen Republic, while 
Commerce ^Minis ter Hassan All is flying to 
Libya and Algeria. 

The reason for these special messages was 
not disclosed but observers believe these are 
fyt n m-rtftri with the new situation created 
through the normalization of relations bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel after Tuesday’s 
exchange of ambassadors. 

Lebanese Premier Selim Hoss Tuesday 
described the exchange of ambassadors as 
“sad day for all Arabs."

Ireland asserts PLO rights 


DUBLIN, Feb. 27 (R) — Ireland l recog- 
nizes the Palestinian rights to self determina- 
tion and their right to an independent state. 
Foreign Minister Brian Lenihan told parlia- 
ment. 

But he added that there was “a conflict of 
rights” in the Middle East which must be 
reconciled in a negotiated settle meat to the 
Palestinian problem. 

Lenihan was being questioned closely by 
opposition deputies Tuesday abou t his recent 
statement recognizing the Palestinian Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) as representatives 
of the Palestinian people. His statement, dur- 
ing a visit to Bahrain, drew a sharp protest 
from Israel. Lenihan said Tuesday that his 
statement was a logical development of the 


principles adopted by the European Com- 
mon Market. 

The PLO, he said, appeared to enjoy the 
support of a very substantial proportion of 
Pal estinians . “ We recognize that the PLO is 
indeed an imraportant element and should 
have a role to play," he declared. 

The PLO, he went on, had assured Ireland 
that it had no links with the outlawed Irish 
Republican army (IRA) which is fighting a 
guerrilla war against the British army in 
Northern Ireland. 

The foreign minister criticized the Israeli 
occupation of Jerusalem and suggested that 
the city status might be settled by making it an 
open dty.

The people of 
Egypt are very excited and very proud. We 
want to express our deep gratitude to the 
United States. ” 

In Khartoum, Sudan criticized the Egyp- 
tian acceptance of credentials from Israels 
ambassador and said it would continue its 
fight against the Zionist enemy. 

But the Sudanese Foreign Ministry said in 
statement that Sudan would abide by its his- 
torical relations with Egypt. 

The Sudanese Socialist Union (SSU), the 
country's only political organization, also 
criticized the ceremony and said there could 
be no peace without an independent Palesti- 
nian state. It called for full Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territoiy, including the Holy 
Qty of Jerusalem.

The league opened a meeting Wednesday 
mooring on Tunisian charges of Libyan sub- 
version and Libyan counter-claims that Tunis 
called in a French raid to put down an internal 
popular uprising. 

The dispute flared after a guerrilla attack 
ijii he Tunisian phosphate milling town of 
t last month in which 4 1 people died and 


more than 100 were injured. 

Tunis accused the Libyans of mastermind- 
ing the raid. Tripoli denied the charge and 
joined Tunisia in calling for an extraordinary 
meeting of the 21- member league. 

Arab ministers, who gathered in the 
Tunisian capital Tbesday, held private con- 
sultations Tuesday night in an effort to soothe 
the friction between the North African 
neighbors. 

The meeting, already pat back from mid- 
February, was due to open Tuesday, but was 
delayed until Wednesday morning because of 
the late arrival of some delegations, officials 
said.

ISLAMABAD, Feb. 27 (Agencies) —

The Soviet Union bombed two Afghanis- 
tan villages for two days this month in retalia- 
tion for members of an Afghan army regi- 
ment killing 13 Soviet advisers in their sleep 
and defecting to the insoigents, U.S. intellig- 
ence sources say. 

The incident o ecu red north of Jalalabad 
and was one of the few rumored attacks on 
Soviet troops that sources in Washington 
have been able to confirm.

JEDDAH, Feb. 27 — Guinean President 
Ahmad Sekou Torre stopped here Wednes- 
day on his way to an official visit with Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein in Baghdad. 

He was received at the airport by Prince 
Saud ibn Abdul Mohsen. acting governor of 
Mecca, Muhammad Safwat Al Sagga, assis- 
tant secretary general of the Muslim World 
League, Abdul Aziz Jokhdar, director of 
royal protocol, the acting commander of the 
Western Province and the Guinean ambas- 
sador to the Kingdom. 

Before leaving Kooakri Wednesday. 
Sekou Torre met the Arab League delegation 
presently touring African countries. The 
delegation, headed by Rashed Abdullah, the 
UAE minister of state for foreign affairs, is 
acting on behalf of the League to explain the 
Arab viewpoint of the Middle East situation. 

The Guinean president and Iraqi officials 
will discuss ways of reinforcing bilateral rela- 
tions in economic and commercial fields, 
Islamic solidarity, Arab- African cooperation 
and the prevailing situation in light of 
Afghanistan events. 

The Guinean ambassador to Saudi Arabia 
told Ami News and Asharq Al A wsat that the 
visit to Iraq was within the context of his 
country’s concern for consolidating relations 
with the Arab states to streamline Islamic 
ranks and unify efforts confronting threats 
against the Arab and Islamic world. 

The ambassador said that Guinea's sever- 
ing of relations with Israel after the 1 967 war 
was a sign of its conviction that Zionism poses 
an open challenge and is a hostile force 
against Islam. He said, “Guinea was the first 
African country to sever relations with 
Israel ’* 

“ I wish to reiterate that my country shall 
continue to remain faithful to its principles of 
pursuing a dear political line. No country has 
forced Guinea to take to this line. " He added 
that President Sekou Torre will continue to 
maintain African- Arab relations through 
Guinea's role as a Muslim nation. 

He stressed the need for Arab states to 
reinforce their ties with the African continent 
to insure that they do not take negative 
stances. He said his country, which has sup- 
ported the foreign polides of Arab and 
Islamic states, would always strive for streng- 
thening Arab ranks and Islamic solidarity. 

The ambassador urged the Arab states to 
invest capitals in financing some of the joint 
ventures. “ The Arabs are invited to invest 
their surplus capital in our country.

It 
does the functions of any giant electronic 
brain and is at the same time a low-priced 
instrument. 

I wonder what will come next? Maybe 
we live to see equipment that directs us in 
our daily routine even controls our fate. 
The present-day “civilized” world has, 
however, begun to condition its daily life 
on the basis of computer instructions. 
Many Westerners do not marry unless 
they consult a computer, others embark 
on a commercial enterprise only when 
they receive a go-ahead from this inven- 
tion. ■ 

The latest craze is the use of computer 
as a life- sponsored device. One only has to 
feed it with correct data on health and 
social behavior. In return, the computer 
provides instructions on eating, drinking 
and working to allow one to live a long and 
healthy life. 

A weekly magazine recently quoted a 
foreign computer expert as saying: “I am 


an advocate of the use of computers even 
in official circles; Every state should have 
a giant computer, called the “Big 
Brother 7 ’ , whidi can easily replace minis- 
ters and deputies in the discharge of 
routine and some other business. But one 
must be on guard to prevent any link with 
electronic brains in other country, to pre- 
vent them playing a dictatorial role. It may 
not be impossible for the computer. 

The use of computer has become com- 
mon in government circles, such as in the 
departments of posts, telegraph, tele- 
phones, electricity, general statistics, and 
so on. The question now arises whetberits 
functions axe satisfactory? People dose to 
these departments know that computers 
make countless mistakes, which result in 
the multiplicity of problems and frequent 
inquiries from persons affected by these 
mistakes. 

Under die circumstances, we-only wish 
that our brains are sound, to enable us to 
look after our problems- and to find their 
solutions by none but ourselves. If, how^ 
ever, we continue to depend on the com- 
puter, as is the case today, we may one day 
wreck our thinking power and capitulate 
completely to this demand equipment.

Egypt’s ‘Law of Shame’ stirs uproar 


CAIRO. Feb. 27 (AP) — At the urging of 
President Anwar Sadat, his political party is 
drafting a Jaw that seeks to control public 
behavior and legislate personal belief in God. 

The law, which has become a subject of 
deep controversy, is aimed at curbing opposi- 
tion to Sadat's policies, which persists despite 
arduous laws and regulations generally aimed 
at critics of the left and right. 

Among other things, the Jaw would pro- 
hibit officials from holding a job or allow 
sequestration of personal funds. Violators 
would be brought before a special “court of 
shame". A maximum prison sentence of five 
years could be imposed. 

Publication of the proposed law — known 


as the “Law of Shame" — in the 
government-controlled press has brought 
outcries from lawyers, journalists and other 
intellectuals. 

“It gives dictatorship a new form," said 
novelist Thsan Abdel Kadous. A member of 
Sadat’s National Democratic Party who 
declined to be identified, maintained, “It 
blesses the creation of concentration camps." 

Critics claim the law is sweeping^ worded 
that it would give prosecutors wide latitude of 
interpretation, perhaps enlarging the scope 
of enforcement beyond its intended targets. 
Decisions by the court are not subject to 
appeal at least for one year. 

The law is “an aggression on the freedom 


Ahmad Shukairi buried in Jordan 


AMMAN, Feb. 27 (Agencies) — 
Ahmad Shukairi, founder of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, was buried in 
the Valley of Jordan Wednesday. 

Shukairi, who died Tuesday at 72, was 
eulogized by King Hussein as "a man who 
spent his life to serve his homeland and the 
rest of the Arab nation." 

The Jordanian authorities had tried to 
send Shukairi' s body for burial at his 


northern Israeli hometown of Acre, but 
the Israelis refused this, officials here said. 

Shukairi's funeral was attended by high- 
ranking Jordanian and PLO officials. 

Speaking in Beirut, PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat said in a statement that Shukairi 
was “one of the great heroes of the Arab 
nation." 

Shukairi is survived by three sons and a 
daughter. Hie daughter now works at the 
Arab League headquarters in Tunis. 


Palestinians deny S . Lebanon attack 


SIDON, Lebanon, Feb. 27 (R) — 
Rightist militias in the southern strip bor- 
dering Israel Wednesday accused a group 
of Palestinians of infiltrating a village 
under their control and blowing up a 
house, killing a man. 

The militias' “ voice of hope radio ** 
claimed the group carried out the opera- 
tion at dawn after crossing an area in 
which Dutch troops serving with the U.N. 
peace force are deployed. It named the 
village as Beit Lerf and alleged that three 
persons were also wounded when the 


house collapsed. 

Palestinian sources denied they had 
anything to do with the reported attack, 
while a U.N. spokesman said he knew 
nothing about the incident. 

The radio accused Dutch troops of 
facilitating the passage of the group and 
threatened to carry’ out “ a speedy opera- 
tion in revenge. ’’ 

Meanwhile, official reports said that 
several shells Wednesday morning landed 
on an area near the southern port city of 
Tyre, but there were no casualties. 


Riots reported in W. Bank village 


TEL AVIV, Feb. 27 (AP) — Jewish 
saboteurs damaged about 30 
Palestinian-owned cars in the occupied 
West Bank village of Halhoul during the 
night, a spokesman for Israel's military 
government said Wednesday. 

The spokesman said troops broke up a 
demonstration by stone- throwing Palesti- 
nian youths who gathered in front of the 
Halhoul municipality to protest the inci- 
dent, in which the attekers broke car win- 
dows and headlights and slashed the tires 
of several vehicles. 

Three youths were detained after they 
threw stones at a passing tourist bus. 


slightly injuring the driver, the spokesman 
said. 

Residents of the Arab town south of 
Jerusalem toidd Israel radio they suspected 
settlers from the Jewish settlement of 
Kiiyat Arba,i, near Hebron. The settlers 
and villagers have dashed repeatedly on 
ibe Jerusalem-Hebromn road, which passes 
through Halhoul. 

Yosi Weiner, secretary of the Kiryat 
Arba settlement, told the radio that “local 
hotheads'* may have reacted to the ston- 
ing of Israeli vehides on the road. 

Police and military government 
authorities were investigating the ind-

of every Egyptian anywhere,’’ said Momtaz 
Nassar, an independent member of the Peo- 
ple's Assembly, Egypt’s national legislative 
body. 

Sadat first suggested the law last year when 
he was being attacked by exiled Egyptian 
journalists and internal opponents for his 
peace policies with Israel 

“It is time that we tell these people that 
what you are dang is a shame, there should 
be a limit,” be said in an adress to the Peo- 
ple’s Assembly. 

The draft says it would be a crime “to 
advocate any doctrine which implies a nega- 
tion of divine teachings or which does not 
conform with the tenets thereof.” 

It also would prohibit “advocating opposi- 
tion to, hatred of, or contempt for the state* s 
political, sodal or economic system,” forbid 
publishing or broadcasting of “false or mis- 
leading news which affects public opinion, 
generates envy and hatred.” In adoption it 
would be forbidden to use “gross or scurril- 
ous words, pictures or cartoons, which offend 
public sensibilities or undermine the dignity 
of the state..." 

It would bring people to account for such 
offenses as endangering public property, 
squandering state funds, abusing power, 
influencing directly or indirectly the prices of 
essential commodities or accepting bribes. 

In order for it to become a law, the draft 
must be endorsed by the cabinet, the supreme 
judiciary council and finally approved by the 
people's assembly.

France assures Turkey of aid 


PARIS, Feb. 27 (R) — France Wednesday 
assured Turkey of financial aid to help bolster 
its battered economy, presidential spokes- 
man Jean Marie Poirier said. 

The weekly cabinet meeting heard a report 
by Foreign Minister Jean Francois- Poncet on 
Turkey's efforts to overcome an economic 
crisis. 

He stressed the importance which France 
attached to its relations with “an ally whose 
stability is essentia] to the balance of power in 
the area.” 

The mi nister said France would make its 
full contribution in international efforts to 
help Turkey, Poirier said. 

Earlier this week, the 24-nation organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) agreed to pledge an 
unspecified amount of aid and debt 
rescheduling for Turkey. 

Turkey is seeking eight to $ 9 billion either 
in new financial aid or in a rescheduling of its 
debts over the next five years. 

Meanwhile, a senior official of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund arrived in Ankara 
Tuesday to discuss the stand-by agreement in 


force with Turkey since June last year. 

Charles Woodward, chief of die fund’s 
.Turkish desk, will survey economic progress 
before releasing a remaining credit of 80 mil- 
lion Special Drawing Rights (about S 100 
million). 

The agreement was initially for 250 SDR’s 
(about $ 520 million). 

In Luxembourg meanwhile the 
European investment bank. long-term 
finance arm of the Common Market, Wed- 
nesday announced a S 108 million loan to 
Turkey to increase electricity consumption. 

The loan is for 40 years at the low interest 
rate of 2.5 per cent under the community 
share of international efforts to help Turkey’s 
ailing economy. 

It will go toward a lignite mine and power 
station project at Elbistan in the south-east 
the country, supplying Ankara and Kayseri. 

Pan of Turkey’s economic difficulties stem 
from its oil import bill and the project will 
allow it to generate electricity from a local 
fuel source. 

Lignite is an early stage in production of 
coal from vegetable matter. 


KUWAIT, Feb. 27 (AP) — Kuwait’s 
revenues from oil and gas in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1979, amounted to about S 

14 billion. 28 per cent higher than the previ- 
ous year, the Kuwait Central Bank reported 
in hs latest quarterly bulletin. 

The bulletin also said Kuwait's revenues 
from the sales of crude oil and gas in the third 
quarter of 1979 reached S 5.8 billion, an 
increase of about 59 per cent over the previ- 
ous quarter, due to oil price hikes and volume 
of sales. 

If Kuwait maintains its current oil produc- 
tion of two mill ion barrels a day. at the pres- 
ent price level of $ 27.50 a barrel the coun- 
ty’s oil and gas revenues in the year ending 
on June 30 this year will be more than $ 25 
billion, an increase of about 80 per cent over 
the year before. 

The price of Kuwaiti oil rose from $ 


25.50 a barrel in 1 979. It was raised to 27 Ju 
on Feb. I . 

The substantial increase in Kuwait's oil 
revenues achieved over the past year has 
been cited by Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa 
AJ-Sabah as a key factor behind the govern- 
ment's plan' to reduce production by 25 py* 
cent starring April 1 .

JEDDAH — Two one-act plays in the 
grounds of the British Embassy make, 
despite inevitable limitations, a delightful 
evening. 

John Mortimer s The Dock Brief and Tom 
Stoppard's The Real Inspector Hound are 
being presented for the last night Thursday 
by an embassy group, calling itself the British | 
Embassy One-off Productions. 

Of the two. Inspector Hound is the better 
value. largely because it is the better play. 
The Dock Brief is too slowly paced to make 
one single good idea consistently witty. 

It is 2 bout an andent and incompetent bar- 
rister appointed to defend an unsuccessful 
criminal. So far so good, but even a one-act 
play is too long to support the conceit. Frank

Riyadh , Hofuf was the last stronghold of the 
Turks in eastern Arabia, famous for its grisly 
ungeon.- King Abdul Aziz, after regaining 
most of he birthright, yearned to remove the 
lurkisn thorn from his southeastern flank, 
f’or ten years, he tried to secure a British 
guarantee against a Turkish counterattack 
from the sea, expounding to Sir Percy Cox 
and William Shakespear on his manifest des- 
tiny. Finally, in 1 914, he took the matter into 
his own hands. Repeating the successful tac- 
tics which secured him Riyadh, he stole into 
the city on a night in May with 100 loyal 
followers, scaling the tall walk with palm- 
frond ladders. He drove the Turkish gover- 
nor into the mosque and, after a few judici- 
ously phrased threats, removed the Turk 
from the Hasa after neatly fifty years of occu- 
pation. Five months later, England and Tur- 
key were at war. 

Today, there is a village outside Hofuf 
buned in sand. Nothing can be seen of 
Jughathah but the tip of its mosque' s minaret. 
In the past IS years, fifty per cent of the 
arable land has been abandoned as leaching 
encrusts the soiJ with salt and the wind covers 
it in dunes. 

Yet, all has not sunk into desuetude. The 
Chinese are in Hofuf. Indeed,- they are 
everywhere; in the fields and offices of an 
experimental farm, in the corridors of the 
first of the Five Hospitals Project to open. 
Even the Saudi director of the hospital is 
Chinese — Mr. Ibrahim AlSeinj, who left the 
mainland at eight months old. The driftfrom 
the Republic <5 China to Arabia threatens to 
deplete the universities and hospitals of the 
island as the Chinese help fill the Saudi gap. 

Driving their Datsnn trucks with an easy 
confidence through the wide, empty 
boulevards of Hofuf. the Chinese do not lead 
an easy life. Is it being constantly mistaken 
for a Korean or the thankless job of training 
farmers that is more wearying ? 

There are problems. Colrabi is not to be 
eaten with the skin. Tomatoes grow in a sul- 
len heap if not tied to poles. Gallic is to be 
pulled out by the bulb, not be roots. In May, 
there is a hot, dry wind. In February the 
temperature drops to 0 degrees Fahrenheit at 
night The irrigation water registers aievel of 
-IS per cent pbm, (the sea, 3.5 per cent.) 
Crops planted in the open are protected only 
by brown, dried palm-frond walls while the 
fields under the tall date palms yield a much 
smaller harvest 

With an almost implausible optimism, the 
Chinese set to work. They no longer attempt 
seven-day tr aining courses in soil stabiliza- 
tion. They go to the estimated 100 farms and 
teach the farmer to add clay to die sand to 
help the soil hold water. They have brought in 
two-wheel tractors, hand-operated sprayers, 
plows which function smultaneously as discs. 
The government pays fifty per cent of the 
farmers’ rent fees. 

Fanners are a proud lot and the Hasawi are 
no different. Only after four months into the 
planting ^season, when, the field of olive- 
colqredrxwts ptonted by the Chinese under 
the palmS'^fw feached an undpmabie lux- 
uriance, did t£fe loudly skeptical fanner next 
door plant his. From the Chinese field, the 


farmers’ plots extend deep into the thick 
palm groves, the heightof the grain in direct, 
proportion to its distance from that of the 
Chinese. The farmers thought it couldn’t be 
done in the shade. Of course, it can' t be done 
four months into the season but, no matter, 
they win be able to take from the Chinese 
crop, now knee-high and undulating in. the 
dappled sunlight. j 

Though the fragile greenery of the experi- 
mental-farm is surrounded by a white desert 
reminiscent of the cliffs and palms of Luxor, i t 
has hidden strength. Because there is so little 
organic matter in the soil, insects find ii a 
rather unpleasant place to live and there is 
almost no need to spray for pests. Hasawi 
alfalfa is sturdy plant, resistant to high and 
low temperatures and to salt. It can be har- 
vested 11 times and yields a high quality for- 
age. Garlic, invariably prone to virus, thrives 




here and the Hasawi watermelon last 
year, grown under the trans-lucent plastic 
sheets known as hot caps, graced the 
king’s table, competing for the first time 
with the Mecca and Medina harvest. 

The idea of an experimental farm was first 
mooted seven years ago, when the Hasa grew 
only dates and rice. Work began and con- 
tinued for two years. It then ceased for two 
more until the present colony sprang up three 
years ago. They came to grow rice, the Chin- 
ese. In 1976, they were given a mandate for 
soybean, maize, sunflower, wheat and veget- 
ables. There are now 33 men in two missions, 
Hofuf and Oasim, and there is talk of starting 
a third in the Asir. 

Conditions vary at the three sites. In Hofuf, 
the Carolina of Arabia, land holdings never 
extend beyond 0.5 to 1 hectare ; a pictures- 
que but impractical patchwork. In Qasira, the 
peninsula's Texas, farms are often as large as 
1 0,000 hectares, such as that of Prince Faisal 

Sudeiri now managed by a former Panhandle 
randier. To Hasa, the government contri- 
butes SR5 million a year, and Taipei, 


expansion. No longer are water rights a casus 
belli, for he who is further from the source no 
longer watches his land succumb to salt, 
though Mr. Lin frets over the wasted water 
drained from the soil and deposited in a 
placid lake. The more than fifty acquirers, 16 
of which are over 100 meters deep, are town 
commons open to all. They are also the public 
baths. 

Happy in theirlittle farm, the Chinese feast 
off broccoli unknown here two years ago and 
now selling for SR40 a head, asparagus and 
cabbage. Fresh eggs ‘’with double yolk if 
chicken is young one, " as well as some for- 
bidden fruits provided by “friends in 
Aramco. ” But beyond the borders of their 
plantation, life is a struggle. 

Before the new hospital opened on 
December 1, there were only the 900 beds of 
the King Faisal Hospital of Hofuf, a 
psychiatric clinic famous for its isolation 
ward. Endemic to the Hasa is cutaneous 
leishmaniasis, a parasitic disease transmitted 
by the sandfly. The organism leish mania 
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orientales burrows under the skin and multip- 
lies causing suppurating sores. Before the 
350 Taiwanese doctors and nurses came to 
Hofuf, the bedu treated themselves with hot 
irons. 

A farewell banquet prepared. Mr. Peng of 
soil, Mr. Chow of water, Mr. Lee of 
asparagus, Mr. Deng of cabbage.

CARTER’S OLD HABIT 

President Carter seems to be returning to his old habit, of issuing a 
view only to contradict it soon after. Many will remember his early 
days in office, when be became the first American president to 
declare support for the national rights of the Palestinian people, as 
well as the first to be willing to talk to the PLO, if only on certain 
conditions. 

But no sooner these declarations were made, than he began to 
backslide. He finally readied a point Monday, speaking to a 
Jewish- American organisation, in which he declared his opposition 
to any notion of a Palestinian state, as well as his rejection of any form 
of negotiations with the PLO. 

Carter 1 s ti ming is truly strange. His rejections oome at a time when 
everyone supposed that the lessons of Afghanistan and Iran would 
lead the United States to a more equitable stand on the question of 
Palestine. They also come at a time when it became known that the 
Americans were behind the new British proposals for a new peace 
initiative in the Middle East, one which indudes a drastic revision of 
LT.N. Resolution 242 so that it becomes acceptable to the PLO. 

It has also become known that the U.S. government has addressed 
a strongly worded warning to Israel, declaring that it will not tolerate 
its con tinuing intransigence, with all die dangers this carries for 
America's interests in the Middle EasL 

TIP OF THE ICEBERG 

Who, in Egypt, stands by the exchange of ambassadors with 
Israel? There is Sadat, of course, with his effusions about “lighting 
candles of understanding and compassion." But not many others. For 
the two senior “free officers," Kama) al Din Hussein and Abdul Latif 
al Baghdadi, together with ex-premier Dr. Aziz Sidqi, eight ex- 
mi nisters, six ex-deputies, twelve leading jurists, six leading members 
of the civil service and three leading journalists have all put their 
names on a declaration opposing the deal with die Israelis. 

These, however, are only the tip of the iceberg. All of Egypt’s 
political groupings — the New Wafd, the Socialists, the Muslim 
Brothers, the Communists, the Trade Unions, the Student Unions, 
the professional associations of lawyers, doctors and engineers (and . 
so on) — all of them are resolutely opposed. 

One report from Cairo illustrates the feelings there about the 
arrival of the Israeli ambassador. At the same moment that Sadat was 
extending his fulsome welcome to the unwanted guest, 200 Egyptian 
lawyers were burning the Israeli flag in their union building, and 
hoisting up the Palestinian one. As the Palestinian flag unfurled, the 
audience were in tears. Anti-Sadat, anti-Israel, and anti-American 
slogans were raised. 


A majority of ’ newspapers 
Wednesday led with the exchange 
of ambassadors in Egypt and 
Israel Tuesday, amid demonstra- 
tions in Cairo and the burning of 
the Israeli flag by Egyptian jour- 
nalists. In a lead story Okaz 
reported Moroccan Foreign 
.Minister Muhammad Boucetta as 
saying his country would support 
Tunis against any Libyan aggres- 
sion. 

Newspapers frontpaged the 
convening of the Arab Foreign 
Ministers' Conference in Tunis 
'Wednesday to discuss the present 
situation in the Arab world. Al 
Jadrah frontpaged a general press 
strike in Beirut to protest the kid- 
napping of Salim Al-Lawzi, editor 
.of Al Hawadeth magzine of Lon- 
don. Okaz gave a front-page hig- 
light to the deteriorating situation 
in Afghanistan, while Al Riyadh 
said in a front-page story that the 
Egyptian President has blamed 
Israeli Premier Begin for the 
reduction of American arms to 
Egypt. 


Most newspapers devoted their 
editorials to denouncing the 
exchange of ambassadors between 
Egypt and Israel, describing it as a 
“black day” in the history of Arab 
struggle for the cause of Palestine 
since the Creation of Israel in 
1948. They said that escalating 
opposition in Egypt to the normal- 
ization of relations between Egypt 
and Israel provided a dear tes- 
timony to the fact that the Egyp- 
tians were not convinced of nor- 
malization. The papers called 
upon Arabs to learn a lesson from 
the Egyptian regime's intiative for 
a separate peace treaty and urged 
them to achieve solidarity to serve 
Arab and Islamic causes. 

Al Jazirah said that the Egyp- 
tian government’s action does not 
represent the wishes of the Arab 
people who have alwaysrefused to 
capitulate to political and military 
pressures. The paper added that 
the Arabs would find solace in the 
grand expression of world public 
opinion in favor of a peaceful set- 
tlement to the .Middle East con- 



Russia’s disaster in Kabul 


A new version qf events in Afghanistan suggests that 
the Russian invasion went so badly wrong that one 
Soviet general commuted suicide when recalled to 
Moscow to explain the debacle.

MOSCOW— 

Hafizullah Amin, the deposed Afghan president, 
was not executed but killed by accident, according 
to an account now going the rounds of informed 
Russian circles in Moscow. 

The account differs sensationally from Western 
and official Soviet versions of December's events in 
Kabul. It suggests that the Afghan government had 
been asking for Soviet help long before the Russian 
intervention on Dec. 27. The first call came from 
the previous president, Nur Muhammad Taraki, 
whose agrarian and other reforms had met with 
violent opposition in both the country and the army. 

A leadership struggle led first to the exile of 
Babrak Karmal, now president, and then to the 
arrest and execution of Taraki himself. 

The terror now attributed to Amin already 
existed under Taraki, and only Soviet advisers 
saved many revolutionary leaders from execution. 

When Amin took over last year, his government 
found itself in control of only two or three pro- 
vinces. He too asked the Soviet Union for military 
aid, and his request was backed by Soviet advisers, 
often victims of the rebels. 

However, his request was refused in the summer 
and autumn for global political reasons. Moscow 
was hoping for SALT II ratification to ease budget- 
ary problems; it was also hoping, despite discourag- 
ing signs, for normalization of Sino-Soviet diploma^ 
tic relations; andit was reluctant to do anything that 
would push NATO into a decision to deploy cruise 
missiles in Europe. 

But by die beginning of December it became 
dear that none of these problems was going to be 
solved satisfactorily — SALT was prejudiced by the 
“Soviet troops in Cuba crisis"; China was opting for 
closer American ties; and most NATO members 
had opted for the new missiles. 

At an enlarged Politburo meeting (i.e. with co- 
opted foreign policy specialists), the decision was 
taken to “aid” Afghanistan. Present at this meeting 
were the Minister of Defense, Marshal Dmitri 
Ustinov, and the bead of the KGB, Yuri Andropov. 

President Brezhnev was also present; but 
because of his illness he was already restricted to 
only two or three hours? work daily. 

The principal basis for the Politburo decision was 
that action was necessary to improve the strategic 
position toward China — not against Pakistan or 
Iran. (The Afghan frontier is believed to lie dose to 
Chinese missile sites.) 

Moscow told Amin that his request bad been 
granted; and on the morning of Dec 27 the Soviet 


ambassador in Kabul visited the presidential palace 
with the head of the Soviet aid* program to discuss 
the details of intervention. 

Because there were several rebel groups ia Kabul 
it was decided that Amin should move to a palace 
on the outskirts that would be easier to guard. The 
fact that Amin took this advice is said to be evidence 
that he was not afraid of Soviet intervention. 

Similar evidence is provided by the fact that the 
airborne troops which arrived that night met with 
full cooperation at Kabul Airport. Had Amin been 
afraid, he would have escaped and ordered opposi- 
tion to the Soviet landing. The main government 
buildings were taken without opposition. 

It is unlikely that Amin realized that the Soviet 
government intended after the intervention, how- 
ever. On the 28 th or29th of December there was to 
be a meeting of the Central' Committee of the 
Afghan Party . Ar tfiat^^etfi^ there yrouid be a 
vote of thaiiks tfo the Soviet-Union for Waid, which 
would legitimize the intervention. 

This was to be followed by elections, at which 
Karmal would be elected to the leading position and 
Amin would be demoted to number two or three. 
Amin was to remain a visible pan of the govern- 
ment, to supply further legitimization under B ab- 
rek’s firm control. 

The plan went wrong.... 

Amin had moved to the palace outside Kabul 
with a small group of aides. The palace was guarded 
by Afghan soldiers and Soviet military advisers, and 
a Soviet deputy minister of Internal Security 
Affairs, Lu-Gen. Victor Paputin, who had been 
sent to Afghanistan, was made responsible for 
Amin’ s buildings. 

One column went to Amin’s palace and sur- 
rounded it. Then, for some reason, fighting broke 
out at the palace and Amin was killed. Although it is 
notdear how Amin died, the present account insists 
that there was no “ revolutionary tribunal" and that 
he does not seem to have died at Soviet hands. 

As a result of Amin's untimely death, tire Soviet 
authorities were in an embarrassing situation. Their 
claim to have been invited by the Afghan govern- 
ment now seemed a fabrication, Karmal had not yet 
arrived in Afghanistan, and there was difficulty in 
getting him back quickly. The security failure which 
led to Amin’s death was blamed on Paputin, who 
was recalled to Moscow. 

According to the account now current here, 
Paputin got as far as Sheremyetova Airport, where 
he committed suicide. Western reports that be was 
killed in Kabul are said to be quite wrong. Soviet 
papers repotted bis death but without saying Mien 
or where he died. 

Babrak Karmal was -moved from Czechoslovakia 
to East Germany, from there to Bulgaria, Moscow 
and only then to Kabul. On the way back to Kabul 
he broadcast an announcement that Amin bad been 
tried and shot. — lOFNS) 


Soames’ impossible mission

SALISBURY — 

Lord Soames, the British governor of Rhodesia, 
is edging toward the independence of this country 
'and die last great act of empire like a juggler tip- 
toeing across a minefield. 

The explosions that rocked Salisbury recently, 
amid police warnings of a sustained wave of urban 
terrorism, were an ugly reminder of the obstacles 
that stand between him and the accomplishment of 
his near-impossible mission. 

That mission is to conduct elections, universally 
accepted as free and fair for the 80 black scats in 
parliament and next month hand over sovereignty 
to a government whose legitimacy is unquestioned. 

In practice, the governor and his staff are fat less 
ambitious. They believe they will have done well if 
all the nine political parties take part in elections 
regarded as reasonably free and fair if the whites 
neither stage a coup nor flee in panic: and if full- 
scale war is not resumed. 

“What we want," they say. “is to be able to get 
out and say the war has de-escalated." 

Soames has a staff of about 1 00 placed atop the 
Rhodesian administrative structure like a mouse 
astride an elephant. He has no independent troops 
to enforce the ceasefire or punish offenders. 

Yet. although his power is largely illusory, some 
astonishing changes have been made since he 
arrived in December. The ceasefire was 
implemented far more easily than he felt he had the 
right to expect. 

The killing has not stopped, but the death toll is 
down to between a quarter and a third of what it was 
before the ceasefire. Even the Salisbury Herald , for 
so long the voice of white Rhodesia, now has letter 
columns full of black political argument, and carries 
full-page advertisements (at$ 1 ,500 a time) bearing 
the portraits of guerrilla leaders Joshua Nkorao and 
Robert Mugabe, whose names until recently it did 
not -dare to mention. 

Nkomo, regarded by whites as a monster after his 
men shot down an Air Rhodesia Viscount in 1 978. 
has been virtually endorsed by Ian Smith and an 
Nkomo government is now seen by many whites as 
the best they can hope for. 

Mugabe has generally failed in his attempts to 
reassure them, and he is obviously disliked by the 
governor and his staff. But while Nkomo has^to 
brush aside kisses of death from both Smith and the 
British, Mugabe could well be gaining politically 
from the condemnation of white Rhodesians and 
his constant clashes with the governor. 

Britain's difficulty is that it has found Mugabe's 
ZANLA guerrillas guilty erf most of the breaches of 
theoeasefireandofthe intimidation that has dosed 
much of Che eastern part of the country to politi

A comprehensive 
peace, itadded, can be established 
only when suitable solutions are 
found to the crux of the problem 
the Palestine case.The paper said 
the west bank strike was symbolic 
of Arab wrath after Israel s suc- 
cess in its aspirations. Further- 
more, the Egyptian people’s 
opposition to the normalization of 
relations with Israel provides tes- 
timony to public discontent with 
this step which has been taken at a 
time when Israel k continuing in 
its expansionist plans and in its 
irrational behavior toward Arabs 
of the occupied territories.

Soames is understandably reluctant to run the 
obvious military' and political risks of ordering guer- 
rilla uniLs into action . but his decision to rely essen- 
tially on the Rhodesian forces commanded by Gen. 
Peter Walls also carries severe penalties, the most 
serious is that he appears too often to be accepting 
responsibility for decisions made b\ Walls. 

It is not dear who took the derision to call up 
reservists during the election campaign and to put 
over6U.0U0 men under Walls' command. This will 
make it more difficult for “unlawful" guerrilla units 
to move around, but it can hardly affect tile level of 
political intimidation, which does not depend on the 
movement of large units. 

For Soames. the political advantage of the call-up 
is that it will reassure the white Rhodesians and 
their black allies in the previous government. The 
disadvantage is that there would be more men 
under arms in the event of a post-election military 
coup. There is a real danger of this if Mugabe 
appears to be beading for outright victory. 

Among Soames’ most difficult decisions will be 
timing the withdrawal of the 1 .200-strong Com- 
monwealth monitoring force, a pattern of little red 
dots representing small groups of men in remote, 
indefensible positions. U nless he can get firm assur- 
ances of their safety, he may pull them out before 
the election results are announced on March 4.

China Air Lines jet burns; 30 die 


MANILA, Feb. 27 (Agencies) — A China 
Air Lines 707 carrying 133 passengers burst 
into flames Wednesday after one of its 
engines fell off during a landing at Manila 
Airport. 

At least 30 persons were killed and about 
100 survived, officials said. 

China Air Lines traffic manager, Jimmy 
Yang, said at least 20 persons were hospital- 
ized with severe bums. 

Fir efigh ters brought the flames under con- 
trol about 1 Vi -hours after the crash, which 
occurred as the plane touched down on a 
flight from Taipei. Republic of China. 


“ It started to land very steeply, very fast." 
said a British survivor. ** Just after crossing a 
road, it straightened up a bit. When we 
landed it was with such a big bump that 
oxygen masks fell and parts of the cabin Fell 
on us. " 

Mr. and Mrs. Berno Jaizewslri of Frankfurt 
were among 55 persons unharmed. 

CAL offi cials in Manila said the plane car- 
ried 124 passengers and mine crew members, 
but the airline's headquarters in Taipei said 
there were 11 crew members. They said the 
passenger list included five Americans and 16 
Japanese. 


Florida reactor shuts down; 
radioactive material spilled 


CRYSTAL RIVER, Florida, Feb. 27 (AP) 
— A reactor at a nuclear power plant shut 
down automatically when the plant’s 
instrumentation and control systems lost 
power and some radioactive cooling water 
was spilled inside the plant, said officials of 
Florida Power Corp. 

There was leakage of radioactive material 
outside the Ciystal River No. 3 plant and no 
danger to the public, said the utility and the 
UJS. Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 

Some employees were evacuated from the 
plant after a site emergency was declared 
Tuesday. 

“There has been measured off-site release 
of radioactive material,” said an NRC state- 
ment issued in Washington. It said conditions 
at the plant “appear to be stable.” 

NRC spokesman Sue Gagner said in 
Washington that die radioactive water was 
confined to die containment building, which 
houses the reactor. There was no immediate 
estimate on the amount of water spilled. 

“The nuclear unit tripped off line at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. when a power loss 
occurred in the instrumentation and control 
system. This resulted in the emergency sys- 
tems being automatically activated and shut- 
ting down,” said Florida Power spokesman 
William C. Johnson at the utility' s headquar- 
ters in St. Petersburg. 

“It worked beautifully,” Johnson said. 
“That’s what It was supposed to do.” 

The unit, which provides about 20 per cent 
of the utility's generating capacity, was man- 
ufactured by Babcocx and Wilcox, the same 
firm that made the nuclear unit which mal- 
functioned at Three Mile Island near Harris- 
burg, Pennsylvania, last March 28. 

Johnson said the incident at Crystal River 
“has no relationship at all to anything that has 
happened to any other plant." 

He said the utility had notified the state 
about die incident at the plant, located on the 
Gulf of Mexico coast about 60 miles north of 
Tampa. 

The NRCs emergency response center in 
Bethesda, Maryland, was activated and five 
NRC inspectors from the southeast regional 
office were sent to the Crystal River plant 

Johnson said power was restored to the 


plant's instrumentation systems late in the 
afternoon but the plant remained shut down. 

“It is anticipated that the unit will be suffi- 
ciently cooled down for depressurization in 
eight to 10 hours,” he said. “Following this 
the extra cooling water which was automati- 
cally pumped into the reactor when it tripped 
will be removed by pumps so the unit can be 
returned to service.” 

There was no estimate of when the plant 
would resume operation. 

The outrage caused temporary blackouts 
in other parts of the state. Florida Power, 
which serves 32 countries, is linked to other 
utilities in a statewide power grid. 

At about the same time as the accident, the 
chairman of the Nucdear Regulatory Com- 
mission was announcing his agency is ready to 
end its Three Mile Island-inspired 
moratorium and begin issuing operating 
permits to nudear power plants. 

John F. Aheame told a congressional hear- 
ing the NRCs self-imposed “pause” on 
operating permits could end as early as this 
Thursday. 

Thai’s when the NRC is scheduled to con- 
sider giving a Tennessee nuclear power plant 
a tentative go-ahead, Aheame testified 
before the House appropriations subcommit- 
tee on energy. 

The Sequoyah No. 1 plant near Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, would thus become the 
first nudear plant licensed to operate since 
the acddent at Three Mile Island. 

It leads a list of 14 nudear plants the NRC 
has identified as ready to begin operating this 
year — plants that have been tied up by the 
licensing moratorium imposed last fall. 

Aheame said that, barring any unforeseen 
complications, the NRC is ready to issue a 
license on Thursday to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority to begin operating the Sequoyah 
plant at low power. 

Aheame said lessons learned from last 
year’s Three Mile Island acddent, the 
nation's most serious commercial nudear 
reactor acddent, have resulted in corrections 
where needed in existing plants and tough 
new standards for new plants. 

This done, licensing can now begin again, 
he said. 


The government’s television station said 
there were bodies trapped inside the burned 
hulk of the jetliner. 

But Mis. Jatzewski said she talked with a 
badly burned stewardess about 10 minutes 
after the crash, “ and she said she was the last 
one to get out of the plane. ” 

Armando Trinidad, a member of the CAL 
ground crew, said he saw an engine fall off the 
aircraft just as it was landing. 

He said there was an immediate fire, fol- 
lowed by an explosion. 

“ It looked like the pilot hit the ground too 
hard,” said another survivor, Thor Kob- 
benes, 39, of Norway. 

“ The plane somehow came to a stop, and 
the fire also seemed to have eased, and the 
people calmed down. But suddenly there was 
an explosion, and we ran out in panic,” he 
said. 

The plane crashed at the same airport run- 
way scheduled to be used four hours later by a 
plane carrying Singapore's Prime Minister 
Lee Kway Yew, coming for an official visit. 

Mrs. Jaizewski said the first hint of trouble 
came when a passenger shouted he had seen 
fire on the plane. 

“ We saw the plane was burning, ” he said, 
*■ but the crew were very good and they told 
everyone to becalm. They opened an exit, 
and everybody went down the chutes. ” 

Peter Yu, China Air Lines manager in 
Manila, said most of the passengers were 
tourists from Taiwan. Most of the remaining 
survivors appeared to be Chinese. 

One CAL ground-crew member said it was 
the second incident involving a CAL plane to 
take place in the Manila Airport in three 
months. 

He said another Boeing 707 lost the blades 
in its engines as it prepared to take off some- 
time in December, but the takeoff was sus- 
pended without any consequences. 

Japan Communists 
break with Socialists 

TOKYO, Feb. 27 (AP) — An alliance 
between Japan's Socialist and Communist 
parties has broken up after Japan Communist 
party chairman Kenji Miyamoto charged that 
Japan’s Socialist party had “turned to the 
right” and pledged that in the future the 
Communists would “go it alone " 

Miyamoto's attack on the Socialists came 
in a keynote speech to the party's 15tb 
national convention Tuesday. It put an end to 
the 20-year-old idea of a “progressive front” 
between the Socialists, Japan's major opposi- 
tion party, and the Communists, to drive the 
entrenched Liberal Democratic party from 
power.

NEW DELHI. Feb. 27 (R) — Armed men 
set ablaze a village and killed 14 Harijans 
(Untouchables) in a caste war in India’s 
north-eastern Bihar state, officials have said. 

Six women and five children were among 
the dead and an eyewitness said all that was 
left of Pipra village near Patna after the six- 
hour carnage was a heap of debris. 

The press trust of India (PTI) news agency 
said. Tuesday about 500 armedLmen raided 


the village of 2? families MondaJ night, set- 
ting houses on fire and gunning down Hari- 
jans trying to escape the flames. 

It was the second time in three weeks that a 
Harijan village was raided by upper-caste 
Hindus in Bihar state. Twelve Harijans, the 
down- trodden of Hindu society, were killed 
at Parasbigha village earlier this month. 

Premier Indira Gandhi Tuesday night 
ordered relief measures and action against 
the attackers. 


Andrei Sakharov 

U.S. scientists 
cut Soviet ties 
over Sakharov 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP) — Many 
top American scientists said they will 
suspend scientific exchanges with the Soviet 
Union until dissident Andrei Sakharov is 
released from internal exile. 

The Federation of American Scientists, in 
releasing the first results of a poll of promi- 
nent scientists, said more than 75 per cent of 

those responding say they will forego all offi- 
cial exchanges with the Soviet government 
until Sakharov is freed. 

Dr. Frank Von Hippel of Princeton Uni- 
versity, federation chairman, told a news 
briefing Tuesday that early returns on die 
pledge were being released in an effort to 
prevent Sakharov from being expelled from 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

“The Soviet Academy has never expelled 
anyone before,” Von Hippel said. “If 
Sakharov is expelled, we fear that it will 
signal a return to the policies of Stalin that no 
dissent will be tolerated." 

Sakharov, a noted nuclear physicist and 
winner of the 1975 Nobel peace prize, has 
been a leader of Soviet dissent. On Jan. 22, he 
was stripped of most of his state honors and 
banished, with his wife, from Moscow. He is 
restricted to Gorki, a city about 250 miles 
from Moscow that is closed to foreigners. 

When the Soviet Academy begins its 
animal meeting March 4, it is feared that the 
250 full members will be pressured into 
expelling the dissident in another attempt to 
erode his influence.

In Surinam 


Lawyers told to form junta 


PARAMARIBO, Surinam, Feb. 27 (AP) 
— Two lawyers from a small left-leaning 
party were named Tuesday to pick the candi- 
dates fora civilian junta by the sergeants who 
took control of this South American country. 

In a televised broadcast the sergeants also 
waived the population to maintain order. 
■One broadcast . included 51m dips or offen- 
ders who were said 0 have been beaten by 
soldiers as punishment for looting, raping and 

murdering during turmoil accompanying 
Monday’s coup. 

Prime Minister Heock Arron and most of 
his cabinet remained in hiding. 

The broadcast began with a statement from 
Arran’s vice prime minister, Olton Van 
Genderen, who had earlier been reported 

under arrest Van Genderen handed over 
control to the new authorities and urged the 
populace to accept their rule. 

Then Sgt. Lauren Neede, vice president of 
the soldiers' union in whose name the 
sergeants bad seized power, announced that 
the union had called on lawyers Edh Bruma 
and 'Franklin Lceflang to form a civilian 
junta. 


Both have been associated with the Party 
of the National Republic, a small group which 
now has no representation in Parliament but 
which had been in the left wing of An-on’ s 
first coalition government when Surinam 
became independent in 1975. 

Bruma. who had retired from politics, had 
been Airon’s first minister of economic 
affairs, but left that post when Arron threw 
Bruma* s party out of the government in 
1977. The party since has opposed Arron’ S 
National party. 

Arron' s most recent centrist government 
had been a four-party coalition. 

Bruma and Leeflang were instructed 10 
line up members for the junta, which the 
sergeants had promised in a television broad- 
cast Monday night. 

The sergeants also had promised respect 
for human rights and for “the interests of 
foreign investors." 

The two lawyers announced that Arran's 
.whereabouts were known, but did not say 
where he was. 

They also warned against "price- hi king" 
and “reprisals" and said “looters will be 
shot at."

Opposition leaders reappear 


SEOUL, Feb. 27 (AP) _ South Korean 
newspapers have been allowed for the first 
time in five years to carry photographs of 
opposition leader Kim Dae- Jung fueling 
speculation that the government plans to 
rehabilitate prominent dissidents. 

The censored local dailies, however, were 
still not allowed to print his name Tuesday 
and identified him only as an “opposition 
leader" or an “influential leader in the oppos- 
ition camp.” 

The pictures were taken at a private dinner 
Monday hosted by Kim Sang- Man, publisher ; 
of the independent Dongha Ubo. 

Among those present were Kim Dae- Jung, 
opposition New Democratic party president 
Kim Yong Sam and majority Demoratic 
Republican party president Kim Jong-Pfl. 

The three presidential hopefuls sat 
together for the first time since -October 
1972, when the late President Park-Qwng- 
Hee introduced his authoritarian “Yu shin" 
(revitalizing reforms) political system. Kim 


Dae- Jung, who was in self-imposed exile in 
Japan, was brought home from Tokyo in an 
international celebrated kidnap allegedly 
earned out by Park's agents. 

Kim came dose to beating Park in the last 
popular presidential election held in 1971. 

Kim’s name and photos disappeared from 
the Korean press soon after Park imposed an 
emergency decree in May 1975 banning 
political dissent. 

Kim served nearly three years in prison for 
criticizing Park in 1976, and was placed 
under house arrest until the emergency 
decree was lifted last December following 
Park’s assassination in October. 

Martial law officials explained that Kim’s 
name could not be printed until his civil rights 
are fully restored. 

Informed sources reported that the gov- 
ernment of President Choi Kyn-Pak is likely 
to rehabilitate Kim and hundreds, of other 
political dissidents this week. •

Carter battles inflation 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (R) - President 
Jimmy Carter says his economic policies are 
;ouad and he is exploring many possible ways 
to overcome soaring inflation. 

In ari interview with newspaper editors, the 
President flatly rejected mandatory wage and 
price controls and said his policy review was 
proceeding very cautiously. 

“TTie basic policies that we have espoused 
suit me fine,” he said. "The tuning of those 
and the enhancement of those is something 
that we intend to do.” 

Consumer prices in the United States 
increased by 1.4 per cent in January, an 
annual inflation rate of 18 per cent, five per 
cent higher than the 1979 rate. 

Carter said inflation had reached a crisis 
stage but “it would be misleading for me to 
tell. ..you there is a solution." 

"I would say our policies are sound and we 
are caught up in drcu instances over which we 
have very little control," he said. 

“Mandatory wage and price controls are 
our of the question for me. We will take other 
actions as we determine them to be appropri- 
ate.” 

The president said inflation had become a 
world- wide problem chiefly because of the 
soaring price of imported oil. 

Some countries were worse off than the 
United States, he said, noting that inflation in 
Israel was running at more than 100 per cent 
a year. 

The president said mandatory economic 
controls would be counter-productive and 
history had shown they worked only in times 
of intense crisis. 

However, Carter is considering major new 
spending cuts and a possible balanced budget 
to stem what he sees as a very disturbing 
inflationary trend, U.S. officials said Tues- 
day. 

They said his $ 15.8 billion deficit budget 
for the 1981 financial year may already be 
outdated because of the jump in consumer 
prices in January. 

Options being considered in the administ- 
ration and Congress include selective credit 
controls, which Carter has power to impose, 
new authority for the administration to delay 
business price increases, and limits on hikes 
in benefits for social security and other 
schemes tied to consumer prices. 

But most sentiment is for cuts in federal 
spending. 

“If he came up and said, 'Damn it, we're 


going to balance the federal budget,’ we'd do 
it " said Senate Banking Committee Chair- 
man William Proxmire. 

“We are looking at the budget, James 
McIntyre, director of the White House Office 
of .Management and Budget, told the 
National Governors ’Association. 

“I still think it would be important to bal- 
ance the budget as Soon as posable,” he said. 

What administration officials insist is part 
of a constant review of the economic situation 
has intensified, however, with the report last 
week that consumer prices shot up at a 1.4 
per cent dip in January. 

Following those gri m statistics. Carter held 
an extraordinary session of his economic 
advisers at the White House on Sunday night. 

McIntyre told Reuters that no decision had 
been readied yet and cautioned against 
expecting any dramatic announcements 
soon. 

“We’re not in a panic,” he said. “ We’re not 
grasping at straws. If we do something, it will 
be well thought ouL” 

McIntyre dedined to go into specifics on 
the review but said offidals were looking at 
both 1980 and 1981 budgets. 

The 1981 budget, for the year beginning 
next October 1, contained a $ 15.8 billion 
defidt. At the same time, the president 
increased by $ 16 billion the planned spend- 
ing for the 1980 budget and projected a $ 
39.8 billion 1981 defidt. 

The Congressional Budget Office, how- 
ever, estimated the 1981 defidt as more 
likely to be about S 30 billion. 

Economist Alan Greenspan, who esti- 
mated a $ 30 billion 1981 defidt, said the 
most effective step by Carter and Congress to 
convince financial markets they were serious 
about fighting inflation would be to cut 
spending sharply in the 1981 budget. 

Federal Reserve Board Chairman Paul 
Volcker said a tighter administration fiscal 
policy would take some pressure off his cen- 
tral bank and help pull down soaring interest 
rates. 

House Budget Committee Chairman 
Robert Giarao was “terribly disturbed" by 
the extra $ 16 billion in spending for 1980 but 
said it was questionable how much of that 
could be withheld. 

But Senator Proxmire has proposed a list 
for some$ 35 billion in spending cuts for 1980 
and 1981. He said he was not convinced all 
the proposed defense spending was neces- 
sary.

Windfall tax passes in committee 




WASHINGTON’. Feb. 27 <AP) - A 
Senate-House of Representatives confer- 
ence committee gave final approval Tues- 
day to a S 227 3 billion" windfall " taxon 
the oil industry after agreeing on a formula 
for helping millions of Americans cope 
with rising fuel costs. 

The bill earmarks nearly S 57 billion in 
the 1980s to help an estimated 18 million 
families near or below the poverty line. 

The long-awaited tax measure could 
open the door for across-the-board 
income-tax reductions for individuals and 
corporations in the United Stales as early 
as next fall. 

Although President Jimmy Carter 
opposes any tax-cut action now for fear it 
would worsen inflation, spokesman for his 
administration hailed the bill as one of the 
greatest domestic achievements during 
Carter's term. The measure intends to 
assure that the oil industry does not profit 
unduly from his plan to reduce U.S. 


reliance »>n imported energy. 

Attached m the bill is a major new lax 
break aimed at encouraging savings in 
1 9S1 and i9K2. It would allow a couple u> 
avoid federal income taxes on the first S 
4lKI earned each year irotn interest or 
dividends. 

A ma joriiy of the 26 conferees from the 
two houses signed the compromise lax 
bill. A final vote by the House and Senate 
would send the bill to Carter for his signa- 
ture by mid- March. 

Carter recommended the " windfall ” 
tax after deeding :o phase ou: government 
price controls on U.S. crude oil in an effon 
to spur greater domestic production and 
cut imports. 

The bill would give Carter more than 
three-quarters of the tat that he asked. 
While it does not earmark the money the 
wav the President proposed, neither Joe.s 
it lock out his energy program.

DUBAI, Feb, 27 (R) — A U.S. oil 
company has signed a concession agree in- 
tent with the ruler of Dubai to search for 
onshore oil in the Emirates, company offi- 
dals annonced. 

Offidals from Arco International Oil 
and Gas company, a division of Atlantic 
Ridified, said after the agreement was 
signed with Sheikh Rashid Bin Said 
Al-Maktoura that the concession would 
last 35 years and covered 760.000 acres 
(310,000 hectares) of the Emirate. 

Dubai produces about 360.000 bands 
of crude a day but all from offshore wells. 
Two other groups have drilled for onshore 
oil without success.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Feb. 27 (AP) —

able ore body, it does point to a geological 
structure that is well worth prospecting.” said 
Charles F. Herbert, a minerals exploration 
consultant for BP- Alaska exploration. 

Preliminary reports of a study taken by 
three geologists last summer raised specula- 


tion that significant amounts of the numerals 
were found at the site. The location, near the 
Nelchioa Glacier some 145 miles north of 
here, was annonced Tuesday when the study 
was formally released. 

But Herbert said the advance reports were 
based on high-content samples from the 
study and were not representative of the gen- 
eral findings. 

More than 200 people converged near 
Eureka Sunmmit on die Glenn highway, 
some 21 miles north of the mineral find, in 
hopes of being able to stake claims, but deep 
snow stymied most.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (API - A top Ira- 
nian official said Wednesday die fate of the 
American hostages in Tehran will not be 
decided by Iran's new parliament until May 
at the earliest. 

Mohammed Behesti, first secretary of the 
ruling Revolutionary Council, said it would 
he that long — 10 weeks — before the Majlis, 
or Parliament, would be sufficiently organ- 
ized to deal with the issue. The two rounds of 
elections for the Parliament will be com- 
pleted April 3. 

Iranian revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini said last weekend it would be up to 
the Parliament to decide whether to release 
the approximately 50 hostages at the 
occupied U.S. embassy. Behesti, talking with 
reporters conceded that a new ruling by 
Khomeini could quickly change the situation. 

Even if the hostage crisis became the Parli- 
ament's first item of business, it was not likely 
a decision could be made before the end of 
April, the council secretary said. 

“How much time ... would be needed (fora 
decision) I don't know," he said. 

Any delay in the elections for the 270-seat 
legislature, a possibility because of a u'roile 
now raging over the rules, would push back 
consideration of the issue even furthe:. 


Behesti. who has taken a hard line on the 
hostage issue and come out in support of the 
militants occupying the embassy, was 
appointed by Khomeini last week as head of 
the supreme court. 

Behesti told reporters the hostage crisis 
will be solved only when the U.S. government 
changes its policy toward Iran and acknow- 
ledges the legitimacy of Iranian grievances 
against the former Shah and the role of the 
United States in the Shah's regime. 

The U.N. investigative panel met with 
Foreign Ministry officials Wednesday. 
Details of the meeting were not disclosed. 

In another development. Tehran radio 
reported that Mehdi Ayati, alleged to be a 
member of the Forghan terrorist group, 
committed suicide in prison. 

Forghan has been blamed for the assassina- 
tion of several Islamic revolutionary leaders. 
The public prosecutor's office said Ayati, 
under arrest for some 10 months on charges 
of collaboration with the group, strangled 
himself with a bedsheet Friday, according to 
the radio. 

The Revolutionary Council announced 
Tuesday night that Iran welcomes all foreign 
journalists who satisfy the Iranian embassies 


in their countries of their competence to 
report impartially. 

Abolhassan Sadgh, the director of foreign 
press at the Guidance Ministry in Tehran, 
confirmed in a- telephone conversation with 
reporters in Cyprus Wednesday that this 
applied to American correspondents who 
were expelled from Iran six weeks ago. 

“We want to take a look at particular 
experiences and see whether certain groups 
can be readmitted to Iran," he said. “It will be 
a few days before we start making decisions." 

Tehran radio monitored in Kuwait said the 
council agreed to let ‘some American cor- 
respondents come to Iran on condition that 
they abide by the code of the country." 

About 90 American correspondents were 
ordered expelled from Iran Jan. 14 on 
grounds of biased reporting and concentrat- 
ing too much on the hostage crisis. Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, elected 11 
days later, said he favored allowing reporters 
to enter the country freely. 

The U.N. investigating commission in 
Tehran meanwhile continued bearing tes- 
timony from mutilated Iranians who accused 
the former Shah's secret police of torturing 
them. 


Carter, Reagan win In New Hampshire 

Republican fires 


campaign manager 
while votes tallied 

MANCHESTER, New Hampshire, Feb. 
27 (Agencies) — President Jimmy Carter 
Wednesday took firm command of the 1980 
Democratic presidential race with a New 
Hampshire primary election victory which 
left Senator Edward Kennedy a distant long- 
shot. 

The year's first full-scale U.S. primary 
Tuesday produced an equally dramatic result 
on the Republican side, where former 
California Governor Ronald Reagan stunned 
pollsters with a landslide win over former 
United Nations Ambassador George Bush, 
the previous frontrunner. 

With virtually all votes tallied. Carter was a 

49 to 39 per cent victor over Kennedy in a 
state which borders the senators state of 
Massachusetts and was viewed as part of his 
home turf. 

California Governor Jerry Brown had 10 
per cent and two minor candidates shared the 
rest of the vote. 

Among the Republicans. Reagan scored 

50 per cent. Bush 23 per cent — the polls had 
rated them even — and Senate Republican 
leader Howard Baker of Tennessee 13 per 
cent. 

Even as the votes were being counted. 
Reagan fired his campaign manager John 
Sears and named former U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commissioner William J. Casey to 
replace him. 

Two other top aides in the Reagan cam- 
paign resigned in apparent protest of the ous- 
ter of Sears. 

Reagan said he acted to put more emphasis 
on "the people- to-people type of campaign- 
ing" and to reduce campaign expenditures. 

Congressman John Anderson of Illinois 
got 10 per cent of the Republican vote and 
three other candidates finished with two per 
cent or less. 

A mere handfui of the U.S. voting 
populace, about 250,000 people, took part in 
the primary and thei; decisions sent only a 
few delegates to this summer's national con- 
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President Carter 

ventions which will choose the Democratic 
and Republican presidential candidates for 
the November election. But the New Hamp- 
shire primary carries special weight in U.S. 
politics for the trend it is supposed to reveal 
and the early momentum it has given the 
winning presidential candidate in every gen- 
eral election since 1952. 

Analysts offered instant interpretations of 
the devastating damage done to Kennedy's 
dreams of restoring the family political 
dynasty to the White House, and they also 
dwelt at length on Reagan’s rebirth as a pow- 
erful challenger. 

Winners and losers alike got on camera to 
claim a victory or make light of defeat. Each, 
including Kennedy, assured supporters he 
was still in the race. 

“We have almost 4t> percent of the vore,” 
Kennedy told glum campaign supporters in a 
hearty effort to buoy their morale. “Four 
years ago (in the 1976 New Hampshire prim- 
ary) Jimmy Carter got 28 per cent of the vote 
and he claimed victory and we're claiming 
victory tonight." 

But the senator threw back his head and 
laughed at his own remark. It rang hollow in 
tight of the fact that Carter in 1976 was a 
newcomer on the political scene in a six-way

race and not a Kennedy campaigning in a 
New England state where Kennedys were 
once beyond challenge. 

According to surveys of voters leaving the 
polls. Kennedy made little headway in his 
efforts to blast Carter's economic and foreign 
policies and suffered from a negative per- 
sona] image based partly on the 1969 Chap- 
paquiddkk accident in which a young woman 
secretary drowned when a car he was driving 
ran off a bridge. 

At the White House, where he has 
remained aloof from campaigning during the 
Iran hostage and Afghan crises. Carter 
claimed the outcome proved “the people 
support what we are doing in international 
affairs and the problem of inflation." 

Kennedy, beaten by the president in two 
earlier non- primary votes, could expect a win 
next week in his home state of Massachusetts. 
But beyond that political strategists antici- 
pated one Carter victory after another in the 
south, his home region, the midwest and 
beyond. 

Among Republicans, Reagan, the 69- 
. year-old former film star, expressed elation 
that New Hampshire voters ignored claims 
that be was too old and apparently liked his 
get-tough foreign and defease opinions.

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Rhodesians 
vote under 
heavy guard 

SALISBURY. Feb. 27 (R) — White 
Rhodesian troops armed with mortars, 
roachineguns and recoilless rifles swept 
through Salisbmy' s black townships on heavy 
trucks Wednesday as Rhodesia's first inde- 
pendence elections gathered pace. 

Despite a slow start in early morning driz- 
zle, polling soon picked up with thousands erf 
Africans standing in long lines, dancing and 
surging, as they awaited their turns at the 
ballot box. 

The most vocal supporters seemed to be 
those of guerrilla leader Robert Mugabe's 
ZANU-PF (Zimbabwe African National 
Union — Patriotic Front) whose election 
symbol is a crowing rooster. 

Imitations of crowing cocks pierced the air 
at many polling booths while young men wait- 
ing to cast their independence ballot waggled 
their arms in parody of a rooster. 

The strong military presence in the black 
townships was part of a gigantic security 
clamp-down during the three-day vote. 

A military call-up has put around 100,000 
men in the field — more than for last year s 
elections the height of the guerrilla war. 

British governor Lord Soames, who toured 
polling booths in black townships, told repor- 
ters: “I believe the message has got through 
that the vote is secret There is good turn- 
out.” 

As be passed lines of voters, the British 
governor shook hands with them saying: 
“today is an important day.” 

But a handful of ZANU-PF supporters 
shouted at one polling booth, "Go home 
Soames, we want a free and fair election.". 

Mugabe Tuesday night predicted outright 
victory ior his ZANU-PF party but said he 
would nevertheless accept “the impossible" 
— defeat. 

At an eve-of-poll press conference at his 
home here, the man whose forces helped 
bring down white rule through seven years of 
bloody war declared: "We have never lost 
before, we never lost the war, we never lost 
the national stru ggl e and we cannot lose the 
elections. We are therefore poised to be the 
government of the day." 

Pressed by reporters to say whether he and 
his supporters would accept defeat in the 
three-day elcctions,he said: “We are going to 
win. ..(but) if the impossible were to hap- 
pen... we would just say, well, it's bad *uck. 
That’s the result." 

In another development, Rhodesian milit- 
ary commander General Peter Walls assured 
Mozambique leaders that there will not be a 
coup if the Marxist- leaning Mugabe wins the 
election, well-informed sources said. 

Walls and Rhodesian intelligence chief 
Kenneth Flower held secret talks in Maputo 
at the weekend with senin*- Mozambique 
government and military •' f ficia 5, the sources 
said. 

The Rhodesians received assurances that 
president Samora MacheTs government 
would accept the result of the three-day elec- 
tion.

Tito weakened by loss of blood 


BELGRADE. Feb. 27 ( Agencies) — Pres- 
ident Josip Broz Tito's condition worsened 
dangerously Wednesday. Doctors prescribed 
a new complication in his gravely weakened 
state: loss of blood. 

The sudden hemorrhage was announced i n 
a bulletin which said the 87-year-old Yugos- 
lav leader remained critically ill with 
pneumonia and a gradually weakening heart. 

He has been dose to death at least three 
times in the last 47 days. Official sources said 
they now believed the end was imminent, 
perhaps a matter of days. 

The bulletin gave no details of the hemor- 
rhage. and no indication whether the bleed- 
ing was internal or external. Tito' s leftleg was 
amputated on Jan. 20 to relieve an acute 
circulatory blockage. 

Medical sources said the bulletin was too 
vaguely phrased to interpret dearly, but that 
loss of blood in his generally grave condition 
was obviously very serious and could acceler- 
ate death. 


The medical bulletin issued a: I. mbrjatu. 
northern Yugoslavia, said there was ne 
change in hi* general condition, •‘except :fcv 
tendency towards bleeding" had bvco><e. 
more evident. 

It was the first tune that the doctors bad 
mentioned hemorrhage. In a bulletin Fur* 
day. they said they had failed to check hs 
pneumonia and that frequent disturbance*.*’ 
heart rhythm had been noted 

Tito is also suffering from kidney JusIkk 
and his kidney functions have been taker 
over by a dialysis machine. Each of his ali- 
ments is serious enough to cause death. 

“In addition to occurrences ir. the lansj 
and heart which were mentioned yesterday. a 
tendency towards bleeding has also become 
more evident. Further intense. 2 measures of 
treatment arc continuing." Wednesday's bul- 
letin said.
